BANKERS CALM ON MEXICO. 


Wall Street Sees Many Steps Pos- 
sible Before Break in Relations. 


Banking opinion in Wall Street took 
a calm view of the Mexican-American 
situation yesterday. It was declared 
that. many steps could still be taken 
before an actual bredk in diplomatic 
relations and that a compromise might 
be expected before the first of the 
year. Conditions in Mexico have shift- 
ed so many times in recent years that 
American financiers have ceased try- 
ing to look much further than immedi- 
ate events.

covered a year agp by Dr. Calmette 
and Dr. Guerin of the Pasteur Insti- 
tute in Paris for the immediate use of 
children here. : 

Te decision follows. a report made to 
them last night by a young Chilian, 
Dr. Eugenio Suarez, a pupil of Pro- 
fessor Rudolf Kraus, this city’s lead- 
ing ‘bacteriologist, both of whom were 
sent to ‘Paris in July to study this 
serum about which the Viennese were 
skeptical. 

Dr. Kraus was unable to stay war 


;}long and left the investigation 


charge of Suarez, who has just ae 
turned. 

His report caused a warm discussion, 
several doctors being dubious as to the 
merits of the serum, but Kraus strong- 
ly supported the findings of Suarez, 
carrying the day. 

Suarez states that the Paris Insti- 
tute tried the serum on 17,000 children 
born of tubercular parents, the death 
cate being only. seven-tenths of 1 per

While some ity, officials*have heen 
making speeches, and dreaming 
dreams about “subways, others have 
been at work on-rational and business- 
like plans, ‘The Chairman of the Board 
of. Transportation, Mr. DE.aNey, 1s 
perhaps. chief among these, His an- 


tions with the: ‘Interborough and with 
the Brooklyn ‘company looking toward 
unification and: common operation of 
the old systems, together with the ex- 
tensions now under construction, will 
give new. -hope of: something practical 
being done: -It recalls the scheme for 
unified subways. put forth by the 
Rapid Transit Commission when Mr. 
McCANENY was Chairman some years 
ago. That ‘was rejected on sight by 
the Hylan Administration. The project 
now under discussion is different, yet, 
like the earlier one, involves some 
financial sacrifices by the operating 
companies... If-it is true, as Chairman 
DELANEY intimates, that they are will- 
ing to give up the “ preferentials” to 
which they-:are entitled under their 
contract with the city, that concession 
alone would tend to decrease the 
deficits which the city has to carry, 
and to smooth out the approaches to 
an acceptable and workable agreement. 

The promising thing is that confer- 
ences are actually going on. Only by 
honest attempts to get together, on the 
part both of the city authorities and 
of the subway management, can any 
escape from the overshadowing. finan- 
cial difficulties of the present situation 
be devised. In such matters Mr. 
DELANEY ‘is acknowledged to be espe- 
cially competent. His long service on 
various transit commissions has given 
him a strong grasp upon the facts. 
Associated with him in.the new en- 
deavor to work out a sensible scheme 
of subway unification is Mr. HarkK- 
Ness, formerly a member of the Tran- 
sit Commission. To his knowledge, 
skill and impartiality Mr. DELANEY 
pays-high tribute. If these two men, 
with the authority of the Mayor be- 
hind them, can lay their minds along- 
side ‘those of Mr. Hep.ier and Mr. 
DAHL, something reasonable and ad- 
vantageous to the city should result. 
The problem before them is one of the 
stiffest that can be imagined, but it is 
not insoluble, provided good-will, in- 
telligence and genuine public spirit are 
brought to bear upon it. 


RELATIONS WITH MEXICO. 


The controversy between the United 
States and Mexico grawing out of the 
Mexican land and petroleum laws is 
still unsettled. No real progress has 
been made since Secretary KELLOGG 
on: Jan. 20, 1926, issued a statement 
maintaining that “the so-called land 
“and petroleum laws contain provi- 
“ sions that are plainly retroactive and 
“confiscatory. in’ their effect upon 
“ property rights heretofore legally ac- 
“ quired. and heid by American citizens 


“ican laws.” In his note of Oct. 30 
he said that there would be an “ ex- 
tremely critical situation” if the new 
land and petroleum laws were “ en- 
“forced in such manner as to violate 
“the fundamental principles of inter- 
nationa- law and equity.” The 
agreement entered into by the Mexican 
commissioners with representatives 
of the. United States in the City of 
Mexico in 1923 was “subsequently 

“ratified by an exchange of notes be- 
“‘ tween'the two Governments.” They 
constituted, in the view of the United 
States, “solemn and binding under- 
“ takings which formed the basis and 
“moving consideration for the recog- 
“nition of the ‘Mexican ‘Government 
“by: this Government.” Mexico was 
pledged not to ‘give retroactive effect to 
land and petroleum laws in the case of 
properties acquired by American cit- 
izens before the Constitution of 1917. 
Mr. KELLOGG again affirmed that “ ac- 
“quired rights may not be impaired 
“by legislation retroactive in charac- 
~ ter or confiscatory in effect.” 

The Mexican reply was made Nov. 
17. Secretary SazNz began in a con- 
ciliatory way by acknowledging that 
retroactivity should not affect ac- 
‘quired rights and that the printiples 
of ‘international law and equity must 
always. be observed. The Mexican 
Government, he said, did not disown 
the conference of 1923; but he quib-' 
4 blingly argued that it.-did;.not have 
the. force ‘of a treaty.

part, continues to regard features of 
the new laws as innocuous and in-no 
sense provocative.

There is. nothing to do 
but negotiate and hope that. there will 
be ‘no necessity of presenting concrete 
cases and demanding the relief which .

Norway provide 
that the rights conferred shall not be, 
executed. at a greater’ distance from. 
the coast than can be traversed in 
one hour by the suspected vessel. 
Neither was capable of more than ten 
knots. ‘The treaties didn’t enlarge the 
territorial jurisdiction of the United 
States nor permit seizures of alien 
craft beyond the three-mile limit.

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AMBASSADOR BERENGER RESIGNS. 


The refusal of Senator BERENGER to 
accept reappointment as. French Am- 
bassador to the United States, while 
not unexpected, will disappoint his ad- 
mirers in this country. He came 
charged with one of the most difficult 
tasks that any representative ~ of 
France has had to perform—the fund- 
ing of the war debt. The long delay 
of the French Government, -followei 
by the fatiure of the Cajllayx mission, 
resulted in his ‘being faced with: an 
atmosphere which, . while. not un- 
friendly, was at, least unsympathetic.

_ The only: way to do away with crime 
is to do away. with its causes. A short 
survey of the causes ‘of crime will con- 
clusively’ prove the helplessness of the 
Baumes laws. 

Sex crimes, although the more. sen- 
sational, form less than 4 per cent. 
of total crimes committed. Crimes 
due © Oo passion or habits, stich as 
gambling -and alcoholism, make . up 
7 per cent. Insanity, while it ap- 
pears to be a defense for many crimes, 
is responsible only for 6-per cent. Wé 
can readily see that crimes due to thesé 
causes could -not be so: easily pre- 
vented, nor would any law affect their 
recurrence. 

The instinct; of revenge, coupled with 
that of self-protection, are responsible 
for nearly all crimes of manslaughter, 
criminal assault, false, accusation and 
blackmail. * “While 4 do not have on 
hand statistics to give the exact per- 
centage of thé crimes due to these 
causes, I think that if we add to these 
also crimes due to criminal negligence, 
such as reckless driving, carrying of 
firearms, and some of the statutory 
crimes, they will constitute about 
bs per cent, of the total. _ 

-I’ left. the crimes due to economic 
causes last, because they are the most 
important and because with them are 
linked all the, problems of our présent 
social _system.... According to some 
authorities on criminology, we find 
that crimes vary with the economic 
changes of the country. For instance, 
the crime; curve, when plotted, runs 
almost parallel to the curve of un- 
employment. Dividing criminals into 
various. classes, according to. wealth, 
we find that nearly 56 per cent. 
comes. from among those. who were 
never able to earn a living; 30 per |. 
cent, from: thé - poor: class; 12 "per |. 
cent. from the “white-collar” clags, 
and only about 2 per cent. from the 
‘Woniteier classes. 


In'this class of crimes we find. eal 


committed by the so-called **profes- 
sional cricninals.”. The professional 
criminals ‘are. recruited mostly from the 
ranks of the “white-collar” . employes, 
where income is meager and tempta- 
tion great: Some of them start their 
criminal .career when very | young, 
usually with some minor offense. - It is 
therefore very important that we be 
careful in handling the youthful of- 
fender. It is also ‘very important, if 
we are to check crime at ail, to dimin- 
ish the number of juvenile delinquents. 
This takes’-us back again to the 
economic conditions. For instance, in 
spite of our child labor amendments, 
there are more than: 2,000,000 children 
under the age of 16 who are not 
getting a fair start in life. These 
j|children are employed in textile in- 
dustries, mines, tobacco and cigar fac- 
tories, glass and wood industries, laun- | 
dries .and .bakeries. Hard labor and 
poverty will. induce some of. these to 
disrespect. the rights of others. 


. The steady increase of women in our 


industries is another contributing fac- 
tor to the: causes that breed young 
‘criminals. There are at present 10,- 
000,000. women engaged in gainful. oc- 
cupations. Of these more than. 2,500,- 
000 are married. How, then, can the 
home be of any value to these families 
where both mother and father are 
away, tolling in shops and factories? 

In the face of all these causes of 
crime we can readily see that’ the 
Baumes laws hardly scratch the 
surface; that mere punishment ‘will not. 
get us anywhere; that we must do a 
little more than .just pass laws reg- 
ulating punishment of asin desu 
crimes. 

Crime is a social disease-and, as in 
all diseases, we. must use careful, 
| scientific and efficient methods of pre- 
vention.

Field Dry, Inspection Shows. 
"A fine dry field for the big service 
fixture, the first game of its kind 
ever.to be played here, was predicted 
today by George T. Donoghue, super- 
fritendent of the South, Park Board, 
after an examination of the gridiron 


at Soldier's Field. The tarpaulin cov- 
ering was rolled back for an inspec- 
tion of the playing. surface and the 
ground was found to be dry and firm. 
This was something to be.thankful for 
as the officials in charge were afraid 
that the recent snow had seeped 
through and soaked the playing turf. 

“*We found the field dry and in ex- 
cellent shape,’’ said Mr. Donoghue af- 
ter the inspection. ‘‘Unless unusually 
bad weather comes along we will have 
a fast gridiron for the Army-Navy 
test. 

Mr. Donoghue mentioned that a re- 
_eently installed drainage system would 
help to keep the field in excellent con- 
dition:

Dedicatien on Friday. 


With thé respective squads safely 
,here the next big thing on Chicago’s 
great gridiron program will be the big 
parade and the dedication of - Soldier 
Field on Friday. It is expected that 
the Stadium eeremonies will be wit- 
messed by at least 100,000 persons in- 
side the .field and that at least as 
many more will surround the concrete 
horseshoe. What the crowds will be 
along Michigan Boulevard when the 
cadets and midshipmen march down 
is open to conjecture and depends 
largely on the weather. 

The Army and Navy regiments are 
expected to arrive here on Friday 
morning; about 3,000 strong, all told, 
‘and. their first entertainment will be 
at luncheon at the Marshall Field res- 
taurant, preceding the parade. 

The cadets and midshipmen will then 
form on Wacker Drive, at the north 
end of the boulevard and march south 
along the flag-decked drive. They 

ll cross the Eleventh Street bridge 
ies the Illinois Central tracks and 
move into the stadium. The combined: 
corps will then give an exhibition drill, 
following which the dedication cere- 
monies will take place. 

Vice President Dawes, Governor 
Small and Mayor Dever are each down 
for short dedicatory addresses. It is 
ennounced that 50,000 Chicago school 
children have been invited to witness 
the spectacle. —

Gold Siteaiueds ‘From London. 

Engagements for moderate shipments 
of gold from London to New York are 
understood to have been made, follow- | 
ing a decline in the price, of gold 
abroad, which was equivalent to rais- 
ing the sterling exchange rate at which 
transfers of the metal would be profit- 
able.
